The challenge has been to meet an ambitious program of capital 
expansion and exhibit renewal while maintaining, andin some cases broadening, 
our quality of service with a reduced workforce. 


The rewards have been many. The management and staff of Science North 
are to be commended for overcoming the dual challenge of limited funding and 
staffing to successfully develop and complete more capital projects and science 
programs than in any preceding year. 


We also commend your Ministry and the Province of Ontario for the farsighted 
activities you have taken in supporting our science centre this year. These 
began early in the year with the appointment of ten new trustees to our Board, 
providing increased representation from across Northern Ontario. It continued 
with the announcement of generous capital grants through the Province of 
Ontario’s jobsOntario Capital Fund, providing infrastructure to maintain and 
create jobs far into the future. 


The construction of an IMAX theatre at Science North will further the 
economic development of the North, creating jobs, strengthening tourism and 
stimulating more young people to continue their education and careers in 
science. The potential this project holds for our region's youth alone makes it 
enormously worthwhile. 


The Board of Trustees of Science North extends its sincere thanks to the 
Minister and to the Ministry staff for their support and encouragement over the 
past year. We look forward to continuing our partnership as we work towards the 
betterment of Northern Ontario.

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1992-93 was a year which tested the mettle of Science North staff. It began 
with uncertainty over the status of our annual operating grant and ended with a 
net loss in government grants, resulting in a progressively weakened annual 
operating budget. 


To prepare for this economic adjustment, we undertook an organizational 
review which resulted in a significant “delayering” of management structure, 
reducing the number of managers from 26 to 13. We also reduced full-time staff 
through attrition and decreased our part-time staff complement by 20 per cent. 


At the same time, we remained committed to maintaining the quality of service 
mandated under our Mission Statement, while adhering to the timetable under 
our Strategic Plan for capital development and exhibit renewal. 


These events have placed an additional burden on every staff member, yet 
morale remains high. During the past fiscal year, we planned and developed our 
greatest number of capital projects since opening in 1984. Concurrently, we 
maintained our quality of service to record an attendance increase of 11 percent 
during our peak summer tourist season and a 10 per cent overall increase in the 
calendar year—a significant achievementat atime when economic realities had 
cut attendance at most other provincial attractions. 





The highlight of our year was the premiere of Shooting Star, an original new 3-D film and laser adventure for Science North's 
Cavern theatre. The June 19 public opening of this $2 million attraction marked the successful culmination of our first major 
fundraising campaign since Science North’s inception and a new era in our production and management of high quality, high 
technology attractions. 


We also celebrated our eighth birthday on June 19 with the grand opening of a new visitor entrance and link, supported by the 
Province of Ontario’s Anti-Recession fund. This new addition is critical to our future expansion into the former Bell Grove arena, 
providing much needed additional floor space for new exhibits and programs. 


Following the success of these two major developments, the Ministry announced additional project funding through the 
Province of Ontario’s jobsOntario Capital fund. Grants through this fund enabled us to launch several key components of our 
Strategic Plan: Bell Grove site development, expansion and improvement of the Big Nickel Mine, physical renewal of Level 4 
of our exhibit building and improved seating in the Cavern theatre. 


Five new exhibits were launched with funds from the Ministry’s annual exhibit renewal grant and new science programs were 
introduced through various partnerships: an outreach base in Thunder Bay with the Ministry of Northern Development and Mines, 
a self-guided walking tour at the Big Nickel Mine with our volunteer Support for Science Group fundraising committee and a four 
month special event with LOEB CLUB PLUS™ 


We were the site of the Canada-Wide Science Fair in May, hosted both pre and post-conference tours of the international 
Association of Science and Technology Centres in October and remained the focal point of many community gatherings. 


These achievements have been made easier by our Board of Trustees who have provided the staff of Science North with 
unflagging support through a tumultuous year. On behalf of the staff of Science North, | thank Chair Lloyd Reed and the selfless 
volunteers who serve with him for their confidence in our organization. | also thank the staff of Science North for their continued 
dedication to make this centre the success that it is. We look forward to working together on our next major challenge — 
construction of an IMAX theatre for Northern Ontario.

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Shooting Star shines as major 
new attraction 


Since opening on June 19, 1992, Science North's original 3-D film and laser adventure 
has fulfilled its promise to be one our primary attractions for the balance of the twentieth 
century. 

To March 31, Shooting Starhas been seen by an audience of close to 120,000. The 
popularity of this production contributed to record summer attendance at Science North 
and its sister attractions the Big Nickel Mine and Path of Discovery — 142,985 visitors 
during June, July and August — an 11 per cent increase over the same period in 1991. 

Shooting Startells the story of the evolution of the Sudbury Basin, a geological feature 
believed to have been created by the impact of a giant meteorite approximately 2 billion 
years ago. The story is brought to life by an Ojibwe elder who uses the power of 
imagination to take his city-wise granddaughter back to Earth history: when primeval 
seas, giant volcanoes and immense glaciers covered the planet’s surface. 

Three years in the making, this production combines three-dimensional 70-millimeter 
film and 3-D laser animation to meld real pictures with magical special effects. 
Audiences are literally overwhelmed as images of ancient Earth are projected on a 
screen six metres high by 15 metres wide in our underground Cavern theatre. 

With Shooting Star, Science North now possesses one of only five permanent 3-D 
laser installations in the world and is the first in North America to incorporate 3-D laser 
images with 70 mmfilm. Two versions were produced, one in English and one in French, 
to appeal to a wide international audience. 

We also marked another “first” with the opening of Shooting Star — the successful 
completion of our largest capital fundraising campaign since Science North's inception. 

The production’s $2 million price tag attracted broad community support and laid the 
foundation for future fundraising endeavors. A campaign led by the Fundraising 
Committee of the Board of Trustees and Science North staff attracted major donors: 


¢ the Ministry of Culture and Communications with $1.16 million, 
¢ FedNor with $600,000, 


* seven corporations — Bell, Centra Gas, LOEB, MCTV, Pepsi-Cola Canada 
Beverages, Procter & Gamble and the Royal Bank — with $170,000, 


e and over 35 local businesses with $97,000. 


The remainder was raised through donations by over 250 individuals, schools, small 
businesses and labour organizations. Science North Gold Memberships, the annual 
Support for Science Group lottery and miscellaneous sales also supported the project. 

One of our sponsors, Baton Broadcasting’s MCTV television network, also provided 
technical assistance and air time as co-producer of The Making of Shooting Star, a half- 
hour television special produced by Science North’s Robert Gagné. 

During this behind-the-scenes documentary, viewers follow Science North's production 
team as they travel from the coast of Iceland to Australia’s Great Barrier Reef to capture 
the spectacular special effects that make Shooting Star the most technically advanced 
film of its type in North America. The Making of Shooting Star aired on the MCTV 
network, March 6.

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All projects were selected to provide maximum, rapid stimulus to the economy and 
to have a neutral to positive impact on Science North’s operating budget. By the end of 
the fiscal year, the following were in progress: 


¢ Construction of a floating and cantilevered boardwalk along the shore of Ramsey 
Lake to the City of Sudbury’s Bell Park. In addition to making the City’s largest public park 
accessible from Science North, this project will further develop the site and its surrounding 
environment for science programming and will enhance Science North’s position as the 
center for large community events in Sudbury. The new Ramsey Lake Boardwalk 
Officially opened in June, 1993. This project was also supported by Employment and 
Immigration Canada. 


e Improvements to the 14-acre Bell Grove site. Work is being carried out in 
accordance with Science North’s master site plan to reorient traffic to a new front 
entrance at the southeast corner of the former Bell Grove arena. This is an opportunity 
to make the centre more accessible, to ease entry for the physically challenged, to 
separate pedestrians from vehicles, and to make entering Science North a ‘scientific’ 
experience by developing Polaris Boulevard, a walkway dedicated to natural scientific 
phenomena and exhibits. Site development was completed in July, 1993. Polaris 
Boulevard exhibits will be installed in September, 1993. 


e Plans for a new visitor entrance at the southeast corner of the former Bell Grove 
arena. The new entrance will create a more efficient visitor reception area and will 
provide an architectural link to a new glass-enclosed walkway, which opened in June 
1992 to join the former arena with existing buildings. The new entrance will serve as a 
ticket and reception area for both the science centre and Science North’s new IMAX 
theatre. Construction is targeted to start in September, 1993. 


¢ Installation of a new seating system for Science North’s underground Cavern 
theatre. The improved system is more accessible to the physically challenged and will 
allow quicker conversion of the facility from a movie theatre to a community function hall, 
creating increased revenue through more community event rentals. Installation is 
targeted for September, 1993. 


e Physical renewal of Level 4 of Science North's exhibit building andthe second phase 
ofinternal lighting efficiency. The first project immediately improves the visitor experience 
on Science North’s exhibit floors and the second reduces future operating costs for 
energy. Level 4has not been upgraded since the centre’s opening in 1984. Improvements 
include replacement of counters with units that are flexible and wheelchair accessible. 
This project was completed in July, 1993. 


Big Nickel Mine 


e Expansion and improvement of surface facilities at the Big Nickel Mine. An open 
deck area was enclosed to create a new activity centre featuring exhibits which further 
promote the importance of mining in Northern Ontario and further enhance the Big Nickel 
Mine experience. The new facility was completed in May, 1993. The Big Nickel Mine 
continues to offer underground public tours, educational programs and the Path of 
Discovery bus tour which provides the only public access to the nickel processing 
facilities of INCO Ltd. The Path of Discovery is generously supported by INCO Ltd.

New exhibits/ 
programs keep 
‘em coming back 


Frequent cost efficient changes to our science programs and exhibits are key to 
maintaining Science North’s high audience and long term viability. 

Most ambitious of these changes is a new water play area, which opened in June, 1993 
on Level 2 of the centre’s exhibit building. Construction of the exhibit began in February 
under the Ministry’s annual exhibit renewal grant. 

This development is made possible by Science North’s acquisition of the former Bell 
Grove arena, purchased from the City of Sudbury with a $2.535 million grant through the 
Ministry in July, 1990. Science North officially took possession of the arena on April 5, 
1993. 

The acquisition has freed 2,000 square feet of exhibit space in an area formerly 
occupied by staff offices. A portion of this area is devoted to water play, featuring: 


¢ two ponds connected via a natural stream and lock system, for sailing homemade 
boats, navigating remote-controlled vessels or simply playing, 


e a “flexible” fountain with levers, valves, turbines and waterwheels to explore the 
principles of water power, 


e a “treehouse”, complete with periscopes, kinetic sculptures, ladders and a slide 
to return to earth. 


Development began on four more exhibits in the fiscal year for completion in June, 
1993: 


¢ a weather command centre, offering leading-edge weather display technology, 


° a space exploration centre, recreating experiments performed by astronauts on 
space shuttle missions, 


¢ a fossil laboratory, for identifying and preparing ancient fossil records, 


e nature activities for our outdoor exploration deck. 


Our Support for Science Lottery raised funds over the fiscal year to construct a self- 
guided walking tour on the surface of the Big Nickel Mine. The tour, scheduled to open 
in September, 1993, takes advantage of the panoramic view from the mine site to 
highlight various local landmarks. 

An existing Level 4 exhibit dedicated to high tech musical instruments was renewed 
with the support of Yamaha Canada and Sudbury’s Prom Music Centre. Yamaha 
contributed new instruments to the area, creating a miniature recording studio suitable 
for visitors of all ages and abilities. Under the sponsorship agreement, Yamaha Canada 
will maintain the instruments for the next three years.

Partnership expands 
Northern outreach 
service 


Science North and the Ministry of Northern Development 
and Mines formed a three year partnership in December which 
will result in increased levels of science programming in 
Northwestern Ontario communities. 

Itis Science North’s mandate to make science programs and 
services accessible to the people of the North. We achieve this 
objective by bringing interactive science programs to Northern 
communities and by establishing permanent programs in 
these communities in partnership with volunteers. 

A$1 million grantthrough the Northern Development Ministry 
will enable us to establish a base in Thunder Bay from which 
to launch interactive science programs through Northwestern 
Ontario. Two full-time scientists have been hired to deliver 
programs with the help of local university students. The grant 
will be administered over three years at $300,000 annually, 
with an additional $100,000 for capital start-up. 


Programs to be delivered include: 


* Participatory science activities and exhibits in schools, 
libraries and community centres, reaching an estimated 
12,000 people across the Northwest. 


Discovery Camps in Thunder Bay and surrounding 
communities, serving over 400 children with week-long 
summer science programs. 


School break and weekend children’s science workshops, 
including Young Women Inventors workshops designed 
to encourage girls to continue their studies in math and 
science. 


A volunteer run Swap Shop in Thunder Bay and, if there 
is interest, insmallercommunities in Northwestern Ontario. 


Teacher workshops and conferences for teachers of 
science, technology and math in Northwestern Ontario. 


Swap Shop network 


In the Northeast, Science North continues to establish 
permanent exhibits and partnerships through its network of 
satellite Swap Shops. 


Outreach 
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At the Swap Shop, nature lovers trade items from their own collections for items on 
display. For example, a preserved butterfly can be exchanged for a polished mineral 
sample. Almost any item from nature qualifies for a trade. Each item is assigned a point 
value, and traders may “bank” their points before “cashing in” for an object of greater 
value. 

To date, we have established satellite Swap Shops in Timmins and Sault Ste. Marie. 
Volunteers from Sault Ste. Marie have been operating from that City’s museum for the 
past two years to swap with 1,700 traders. 


Budding scientists love 
these original programs 


Parents and kids love Science North children’s programming. We regularly receive 
testimonials requesting expanded services but budget constraints limit our reach 
through Northern Ontario. 

To offset limited funding for summer Discovery Camps, Science North entered into a 
partnership with the Ministry of Energy in 1992. 

Discovery Camps provide 8 to 12 year old children with a week of enjoyable learning 
opportunities like casting dinosaur teeth and exploring the skies. In 1992, Discovery 
Camp "Energized" day camps were offered to 522 children in Sudbury, Thunder Bay, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Timmins, Kapuskasing, New Liskeard and Kirkland Lake. 


Additional children’s programs include: 


¢ “Kinder Kids”, geared to children ages four to seven. In 1992, the Kinder Kids 
program ran during the summer, fall and winter seasons, involving 135 children in 
the exploration and fun of science. 


¢ March school holiday programs for children ages 8 to 12 and “Sunset to Sunrise 
Camp-Ins”, overnight science camps for children ages 9 and up. During the past 
fiscal year, almost 1,000 children from Sudbury and points North registered for 
overnight camps. This unique experience was offered to both school groups and the 
general public. 


¢ Specialty workshops, including “Christmas...Naturally” and “Spooky Scary Stuff’. 
Workshops are designed around holiday seasons so that the entire family can 
participate in making crafts and simple, yet fascinating, science experiments.

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Classroom science comes to life 


Science North’s reach into the educational community extends beyond traditional 
classroom visits. 

More than 39,000 school children travelled to Science North from across the province 
and Sudbury to benefit from Science North’s unique learning environment, during the 
1992-93 school year. 

A total of 85 schools took advantage of Science North school memberships, which 
provide students and teachers with unlimited admission to the centre’s attractions and 
special events. Le Chapitre des Caisses Populaires de la Région de Sudbury purchased 
memberships on behalf of local elementary French language schools for a sixth 
consecutive year. 

Memberships were also purchased by individual schools of the English section of the 
Sudbury Roman Catholic Separate School Board and by individual public schools in 
Sudbury. 


Teacher workshops 


Science North expanded its teacher workshops to encourage science fun in the 
classroom. 


¢ In 1992-93, Science North travelled to Sault Ste. Marie, Marathon, Timmins, Blind 
River, Thunder Bay, Parry Sound, North Bay, Kirkland Lake, Elliot Lake and within 
the Sudbury Region to deliver a total of 44 workshops to 654 teachers.

Workshop topics included: “How to use Science North Toolboxes’, “Creative 
Science Fair Projects”, “Introduction to Bubbles and Tops’, “Inventions in the 
Classroom” and more. 


Science North has become a popular destination for student teachers seeking two 
week practicum placements. In 1992-93, 19 student teachers from Ottawa and 
Laurentian Universities completed French language placements. 


We also offer placement opportunities to students attending Northern high schools, 
colleges and universities. Last year, Science North began a partnership with the 
Native Human Services School of Social Work at Laurentian University for third-year 
field placements. During their placements, students make contact with Native 
groups throughout Northern Ontario on Science North’s behalf to increase 
participation in our centre’s programming. 


Toolboxes 


Science North has developed science “toolboxes” for loan to schools throughout the 
North. 

Each toolbox offers tools for scientific exploration, a guide for budding young scientists, 
and activity cards designed to apply science to everyday life. By using the toolboxes, 
teachers may offer their students a Science North experience without travelling to 
Sudbury. 

In 1992-93, a special grant through the Ministry of Energy enabled Science North to 
second a primary/elementary schoolteacher to develop and prototype energy related 
toolboxes for grades Kindergarten to four. The toolboxes will be distributed to schools 
across the North through Science North's existing lending network.

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Co-op promotions 
provide mutual benefit 


At atime when the cost of advertising is on the rise and traditional funding is on the decline, 
Science North is stretching its limited marketing budget more than ever through co-operative 
promotions. 


e A joint co-op between the Sudbury Regional Development Corporation and Petro- 
Canada produced 250,000 full-colour coupon booklets in association with Science North, 
local hotels, resorts and smaller attractions. The coupons were distributed via Petro-Canada 
stations along all major highways leading to Sudbury during the peak 1992 tour season. 


e Science North has operated the Sudbury Region's travel information center in a joint cost 
sharing agreement with the Sudbury Regional Development Corporation, with support from 
the City of Sudbury, since 1991. 


e Summer weekend travel packages to Sudbury were promoted throughout the province 
in 1992 by the Venture Inn and Relax Inn, offering combined accommodation and Science 
North admission discounts. 


¢ Apartnership with the Holiday Inn chain created a March 1993 school holiday weekend 
package which was used extensively both by residents of Northeastern and Southern 
Ontario. 


e Radio contests airing in Sault Ste. Marie, North Bay and Timmins, in cooperation with 
the Venture Inn and Avis Rental Car, offered a Science North weekend getaway prize 
package. Science North obtained donations of all prizes and air time for this March Break 
promotion. 


e Science North’s summer television advertising campaign through Northeastern Ontario 
is paid for each year through a long-standing co-operative agreement with Pepsi-Cola 
Canada Beverages. 


e Advertising campaigns for special events are regularly doubled and tripled in value 
through negotiated agreements with television, radio and print media. 


» Science North remains a partner in the Cities of the North Co-operative Marketing group, 
formed in 1988 in association with Northeastern Ontario's four major cities, Ontario Travel 
Associations andthe Ontario Northland Transportation Commission to marketthe Northeastern 
region as a group travel destination. 


The result of these co-operatives: 
¢ an 18 per cent increase in market share from Southern Ontario, representing 46 per 
cent of all visitors to Science North during June, July and August, 1992, 


* arecord 11 per cent increase in combined attendance (Science North, Big Nickel 
Mine, Path of Discovery) during June, July and August, 1992,

celebrations. Each year, more than 10,000 people converge on Science North grounds 
to enjoy free outdoor activities and an evening fireworks display. Science North 
coordinates the outdoor family party while Telemedia provides cash sponsors and 
additional financial support. 


e Forasecond consecutive year, Science North and the Sudbury Charities Foundation 
have presented “Sudbury’s Festival of Christmas Lights” over the winter holiday season. 
The Festival consists of over 100 lighted trees and silhouettes on Science North grounds. 
The Sudbury Charities Foundation has donated the $30,000 display to the City of 
Sudbury. Science North in turn donates manpower and electricity to make the region’s 
largest light display accessible to everyone, free of charge. 


Other special events and attractions are operated by Science North in co-operation 
with various partners to provide additional educational programming to the public. 


e Mystery, Mazes and Magic, a four month special event during the winter of 1992-93, 
was developed with the financial support of LOEB CLUB PLUS™. This educational 
collection of giant mazes, kaleidoscopes, brainteasers and forensic science activities 
was also supported by local media who provided regional advertising packages offering 
two to three free advertisements for each one purchased. 


¢ To further public education of the importance of natural wetlands, Science North 
constructed a Lily Creek Marsh Boardwalk in 1991 in partnership with the Sudbury 
Community Adjustment Project, the Anti-Recession Fund of the Government of Ontario 
and Employment and Immigration Canada. Guided tours by staff biologists are a 
featured part of the centre’s programming each summer. 


¢ Sudbury’s rich geological history has been capsulated on the Path of Discovery, a 
2.5 hour bus tour developed and operated by Science North each tourist season, thanks 
to the very generous support of INCO Ltd. The tour provides passengers with a good 
understanding of the unique geological origins of the Sudbury Basin and the only public 
access to the surface nickel processing facilities of INCO Ltd. In addition to providing 
access to its property, INCO supports the tour by subsidizing retired miners to act as 
public guides and by providing thousands of souvenir maps and pamphlets for 
distribution to visitors.

The talents and time of its people are Science North’s most 
valuable assets. 

In the past year, 18 full-time staff were honored for five 
years and five full-time staff were honored for 10 years of 
continuous service to the centre. Approximately half the 
centre's full-time staff now have five or more years service with 
Science North. 

Honors were also bestowed on the centre’s 300 volunteers 
who range in age from 13 to 86 and work with staff in every area 
of Science North.

Year ended March 31, 1993 


Science North is an Agency of Her Majesty created under 
the Science North Act, 1986 by the Ontario Legislative 
Assembly. The principal activities of Science North (the 
“Centre”) include the operation of a science centre provid- 
ing stimulating learning opportunities and experiences 
throughout Northern Ontario in English and in French, for 
both residents and tourists, which involve people in the 
relationships between science and technology and 
everyday life with a Northern emphasis. 


Significant reporting practices and accounting 
policies: 


Significant reporting practices: 
Because the Centre receives funding for special purposes 
as well as for operational purposes, the financial state- 
ments are presented in a manner which segregates the 
following fund balances: 
a) Operating fund, which presents the day-to-day demon- 
strative, administrative and maintenance operations of 
the Centre. Costs incurred by the fund relating directly 
to other funds are accounted for as a transfer between 
funds. 
Capital fund, which presents those funds made avail- 
able for capital acquisitions, replacements and en- 
hancements through government grants, donations 
andcertain special fund raising activities. Unexpended 
capital equity represents budgeted capital expendi- 
tures not yet incurred. 

c) Reserves and restricted funds, which present certain 
funds set aside by the Centre for restricted purposes, 
some to be used at the discretion of the Board of 
Trustees and others as prescribed by the Province of 
Ontario, the Centre and other benefactors which are 
restricted as to purpose and expendability.

Significant accounting policies: 
These financial statements are prepared in accordance 
with the following significant accounting policies: 


Capital assets: 

Capital assets are stated at cost or fair market value if 
donated. The exception to this policy isthe Bell Groveland 
donated to the Centre by the City of Sudbury. No amount 
has been assigned to this asset. 


Capital assets purchased from grants and donations are 
included as capital assets with a corresponding increase 
in investment in capital assets. 


Depreciation on exhibits and equipment is provided on a 
straight-line basis at a rate of 20% per annum except for 
the Cavern show Shooting Star, which is depreciated at a 
rate of 12.5% per annum.

The Centre allocates investment income earned on the 
following bases:

Economic dependence: 

Pursuant to the Act which established Science North, the 
Centre receives capital and annual operating assistance 
from the Province of Ontario which has the power to 
appoint the Board of Trustees which manages the affairs 
of the Centre. 


Commitments: 

a) Pursuant to an offer to purchase dated May 29, 1990, 
the Centre is committed to purchase a building on April 
5, 1993 for $2,535,000, for planned expansion of its 
operations. The purchase is fully funded by monies 
currently included in Unexpended Capital Equity, and 
a $126,750 realty deposit included in deposits and 
prepaid expenses on the balance sheet. 

b) Unrecorded commitments in respect of uncompleted 
capital projects, exclusive of those referred to in a) 
amount to approximately $600,000 (1992 - $485,000) 
and are to be funded by amounts included in 
Unexpended Capital Equity and deferred revenues. 

c) Vacation pay is provided for in the accounts to the 
extent of part-time and non-permanent employees 
only. Vacation pay entitlements for full-time employees 
are accounted for on a cash basis. The unrecorded 
liability with respect to vacation pay entitlements for 
full-time employees amounts to approximately $165,000 
as at March 31, 1993 (1992 - $177,000). 

Donations to fund Shooting Star, the 3D film and laser 

presentation which opened during the year, that were 

pledged but not received at March 31, 1993 amounted 
to $126,500. These donations will be recorded in the 
accounts when received.
